LONDON—King Peter made a triumphal

erecting the structures will begin im- 
mediately after the excavations are 
made. The two structures will be 750 
feet long, 50 feet wide and 40 feet high, 
They will be built parallel to each other 
midway of the 1200 foot pier. 

Lhe floors will be of concrete so ar- 
ranged that in the fish stalls they may 
be flushed. These two buildings will he 
devoted to the retail quarters of the 
firms having membership in the corpora- 
tion, the lessee of the pier and owner 
of the buildings. They will, with the 
other structures to come later, make a 
group of the finest fish buildings in the 
world. 

The administration building is to have 
a conspicuous place at the head of the 
two pier buildings, and will be placed 
across Northern avenue. 

The states agreed to build ai new 
éarth-filled pier 1200 feet long and 300 
feet wide, the pier being located 300 
feet to the east of the present Com- 
monwealth pier. The lease to the Fish 
Market Corporation also includes a slip 
or dock 150 feet wide to the west of the 
new pier and another dock 400 feet wide 
to the east of the pier in which vessels 
will lie while discharging. The state 
also agrees to extend Northern avenue 
along the 850-foot of water frontage in- 
clided in the lease. and the lease also 
‘neludes 180,000 feet of land on the 
south side of Northern avenue 80 eX- 
tended. 

The state and the city join in extend- 
ing the metropolitan sewer and water 
gvatems into the area so leased, the state 
building the sewers up the pier and the 
city making connection from Northern 
avenue to the present (" street and 1) 
atreet sewers. On the property so leased 
the Fish Corporation agrees to erect 
buildings of brick or concrete construc- 
tion and otherwise to equip the premises 
for the accommodation of the fish in- 
dustry and subordinate industries at an 
expenditure of not less than $400,000. 

The term of the lease is for 15 years 
with the right of extension for an addi- 
tional 15 vears, the rental to the state 
being at the rate of $35,000 a year for 
the first 15 vears and $45,000 -for the 
second. 

The outer edge of the pier. where the 
fich will be discharged, is to be paved 
with vitrified brick laid on a concrete 
base. and the fish stores extendirg along 
this front will be built with concrete 
Moors. a row of fish warehouses being 
built on either side of a_100-foot road- 
way running up through the middle of 


the pier. 
In addition to the outlet by way of

The slips on either side of the pier will 
be dredged to a depth of 23 feet at low 
water. A breakwater will he built along 
the easterly side of the 400-foot slip to 
the east of the pier with a spur running 
toward the northwest, thereby providing 
a sheltered basin 400 feet wide and 1200 
‘feet long in which vessels after discharg- 
ing may lie in case of stress of weather.

that the difference is noticed. Instead of 
the hand-knotted fringe, the purchaser 
must be content with a stitched-on fringe 
of chenille or silk unless she is willing 
to pay $4 or more additional for the lux- 
ury of a hand-tied fringe repeating thé 
various colore of the stripes. 

The girl who knows how to tie fringe 
mav easily finish the ends at home, ac- 
cording to the New York Sun. A tiffy 
hem caught with invisible stitches wiN 
answer for a foundation tv which the 
fringe may be tied, or the sash ends may 
be rounded and closely buttonholed. The 
fringe may then be tied to the button- 
holi»e instead of to holes punched in the 
hem. Where the Roman sash is of -pale 
colors with much white, nothing is pret- 
tier aS an accessory to a young girl’s 
evening frock. The ends may be rounded 
and finished with a crystal fringe or one 
of beads repeating the predominant tone 
of the sash, 

Cheaper than tied fringe but not so 
graceful is the method of gathering the 
ends of the scarf and having one large 
tassel as a finish on each end. In this 
case, a plain colored tassel harmonizing 
with the color of the frock is usually 
chosen. Where expense is to be consid- 
ered and the Roman striped ribbon se- 
lected costs in the neighborhood of $4 
a vard for an eight inch width, the 
thrifty girl keeps ber belt of plain satin

As an effective bit of brilliant color on an 
otherwise dark dress there nothiny 
prettier than such an arrangement of a 
handsome Roman sash. 

A substitute for the real Roman 
striped sash is found in a manufactured 
joined — by 
means of machine hemstitehing. When 
lined with lightweight satin and finished 
with a deep fringe such a sash is an at- 
tractive accessory, though it is far be- 
hind the real article. It has the advan- 
tage, however, of being made to har- 
monize with the costume with which it 
is to be worn, and when the tones desired 
are well chosen such a modern reproduc- 
tion can be made to fill the need, Espe- 
cially in colors which are not seen in the 
real Roman ribbons, as for instance the 
brown, vellow and mulberry shades; this 
manufactured sash is worth noting.

HERE is no telling by the front view 

of a frock this season what one may 
reasonably expect to find in the back. 
Nor, for that matter, does the back of 
the average frock give any clue to the 
front. 
~- Such odd things are done with scarfs 
and draperies and plaits and collars and 
coat tails and trains and girdles that the 
only way to get any definite idea of a 
frock is to walk all the way around it, 
and in many cases the revelations are 
interesting enough to pay one for the 
trouble, ‘according to a New York Sun 
writer. 

Trains, for example, may start from 
shoulders or high girdle top or normal 
waist line or may be merely a continua- 
tion of side draperies drawn softly back 
and knotted low. They are perhaps 
more often pointed than rounded or 
square, yet both rounded and pointed 
trains are seen and there seems to be a 
fecling that they are gaining upon the 
pointed lines, 

Poiret has effective little square trains 
upon some of his models, the train fall- 
ing free from the underskirt and 
trimmed across its end by a wide band 
of fur, while tulle -front draperies are 
carried back to be draped along the 
sides of the train and end in great soft 
bows near its end.

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EMIGRATION PLANS 
OF SALVATION ARMY 
TOLD BY COL, LAMB 


(Special to the Monitor) 
LONDON—Intefesting evidence was 
given before the dominions royal com- 
mission by Colonel Lamb, head of the 


emigration department of the Salvatioy 


Army. 

The principle upon which the emigra- 
tion policy of the Salvation Army was 
carried out said the witness, was that 
the transmigration of people from Eng- 
land to the dominions must be beneficiu! 
from three separate aspects. It must 
benefit the emigrant, it must be to the 
advantage of England, and it must be a 
gain to the dominions. If these three 
econditions were not fulfilled, the raison 
C’etre of emigration ceased to exist. 

It was upon this principle that General 
Booth had founded his scheme of emi- 
gration and through its application 79,- 
000 emigrants had been sent out during 
the last six years, of whom 9000 were 
sent last year. In the work which the 
Salvation Army carried out among the 
laboring classes of England the convic- 
tion had been forced upon them that -op- 
portunities must be found for the thou- 
sands of married men, breadwinners of 
their families, who belonged to the 
“ under-employed class. It was this con- 
_-vietion which had driven General Booth 
~ to adopt his policy of emigration.

DITORIAL comments presented to- 
day deal with subjects of general in- 
terest. 


MINNEAPOLIS JOURNAL — Louis 
Brandeis, who shows himself a clever 
thinker on economic questions, laid down 
a sound proposition, in his Minneapolis 
address, when he declared that there is 
no necessary connection between the 
{trust form of industrial organization 
| and efficiency. . . . The part of regulated 
competition in the industrial world is to 
meet the big concern and to limit its size 
by confining it to those efforts in which 
its efficiency is at the highest point. In 
the same way, -regulated competition 
permits a small business to get together 
that force which will make efficiency a 
factor in its life. His final conclusion is 
that there is no need to limit the nat- 
ural growth of busines, so long as com- 
petition is preserved, nor is there any 
need to give way to the despairing cry 
fhat combination is natural, competition 
unnatural, and hence we must legalize. 
monopoly. 


WASHINGTON POST—Diamonds con- 
tinue to soar higher in price, and this 
tendency doubtless will persist until the 
high mark—‘the most the trade will 
stand”’—-has been reached. Last year 
the average price of diamonds in the 
rough rose from $7.18 to $8.69 per carat. 
The total output of the South African 
fields was $38,510,420 for the year, 
making $777,600,000 since diamond min- 
ing became an industry. Their original 
value was greatly enhanced by the cut- 
ting process and the profits of the mid- 
dlemen, but statistics as to the price 
paid by the final purchaser are not 
available. The new price level at the 
mines was owing, like previous  ad- 
vances, to restricted production. The 
diamond monopoly, probably the closest 
corporation in the world, controls the 
supply absolutely, and fixes the price 
arbitrarily. If competition existed, there 
would be a slump in values, well calcu- 
slated to put the sparklers on a basis 
within the reach of all. Working the 
mines to their full capacity soon would 
glut the market, for at present only a 
few of the most productive diggings are 
being worked. 

KANSAS CITY STAR—Everything 
shows that Kansas City must have more 
power in its government. In order to 
make that safe—and even tolerable— 
the people of Kansas City must have 
more power over their government. Ihe 
recall, the referendum and the initiative 
are essential if we are to have the power 
of municipal ownership, for example. 
And these measures of popular control

It is next alleged that in the early 
part of 1901 Senator William A. Clark 
and his associates projected the San 
Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake Raj4l- 
road as an independent line from tide- 
water at San Pedro to Salt Lake ; that 
the Union Pacific harassed and in various 
ways prevented tie construction of their 
line, threatening the building of a par- 
allel line to destroy the Dusiness of the 
new road, as result of which Senator 
Clark and his associates were induced to 
turn over to the Union Pacific one half 
of their interest and make. certain traf- 
fic contracts which the government 

claimed entirely destroyed its independ- 
ence, leaving it in a position where it 
could not compete with the Southern 
Pacific-Union Pacific system. It is fur- 
ther claimed that in 1904 the individual 
defendants, inéluding Mr. Frick and Mr. 
Rogers, who had in the meantime be- 
come directors of the Union Pacific, pur- 
chased large amounts of Atchison, Tope- 
ka & Santa Fe stock and demanded rep- 
resentation upon the Atchison board, as 
aw result of which Mr. Rogers and Mr. 
Frick were elected, Mr. Rogers being 
also put on the executive committee, thus 
largely eliminating’ the competition be- 
tween that line and.the Southern Pa- 
cific and the Union Pacific. 

The testimony in the case was very 
voluminous. That of the government 
tended to prove the facts above stated 
and also that after the acquisition of the 
/Southern Pacific the agents of that com- 
pany and the Union Pacific were in- 
structed to treat the whole property as 
a single system and instead of compet- 
ing for traffic to move it over the lines 
which would afford the most revenue to 
the combined system. Rates were re- 
adjusted so as to eliminate competition 
between the Union Pacific lines from 
‘Portland to Utah wit the Southern Pa- 
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{nections to share in the purchase of the 
| - 
Southern Pacific, although that would 


have resulted in maintaining the Gentral 
Pacific line as an independent line and 
would have prevented any discrimination 
against the Union Pacifie as fully as the 
complete ownership. 

The government also showed that at 
the same time the Gould-interests pur- 
chased the Denver & Rio Grande in the 
spring of 1901 the Union Pacific de- 
manded a one half interest in such pur- 
chase although the Denver & Rio Grande 
was confessedly a competitor of the 
Union Pacific. This demand was refused 
by the Gould interests. 

The relief asked by the government is 
that the Union Pacific be enjoined from 
voting its stock in the Southern Pacific 
or exercising any contrgl over the same; 
that it be enjoined from voting its stock 
in the Saf Pedro or Clark line so-called, 
and the independence of that line be rein- 
stated; that it be enjoined from voting 
stock or exercising any control over the 
Santa Fe. 

The government also asked that Mr. 
Frick be enjoined from continuing as a 
director of the Santa Fe as long as he 
is on the board of the Union Pacific.

(1) To provide a simple, practical and 
definite means of identification of Bri- 
tish goods which will show clearly the 
particular part of the empire where the 
goods were produced. 

(2) To provide a mark, which, being 
placed beside a _ private trade mark, 
would render it more difficult and dan- 
gerous for the fraudulent imitation of 
such a mark in foreign countries. 

(3) To encourage and stimulate the 
‘demand for British goods. 


Present System Poor 


As matters were at present in con- 
nection with British manufactured goods 
it was impossible to identify goods pro- 
duced within the British empire, and it 
was notorious that goods were sold and 
sold again as British which were of 
foreign make. 

Another point which Lord Strathcona 
strongly emphasized was that the pres-

No country 
in which the pax Romana ran was ever the 
same afterwards as before. ‘The trend of 
national life has been supremeiy modified 
wherever the eagles permanently rested. Generations of men have 
been intellectually nourished on the words of its philosophers and 
poets. ven after the lapse of twenty centuries, the boast of Paul 
to the centurion at Jerusalem became Palmerston’s watchword of 
CiNpire. 


When Italy undertook her Tripolitan adventure, she committed 
herself to a poliey which some of her best friends found themselves 
unable to indorse. They were not less her friends in that they 
frankly stated their views, however unpalatable these views may 
have been to her. For the moment, she has been rescued from the 
Caudine forks, for the Arabs were beginning to prove only a degree 
less dangerous than the Samnites. Such an escape is owing, how- 
ever, less to good statesmanship than to good fortune. \Vhen the 
transports sailed from Sicily, Notchana was not even a name, nor 
had the streets of Sofia been draped in black. Today the Italian 
tricolor is carried where once the eagles of Rome were planted. 
Cyrenaica and Mauritania Caesariensis, which were Roman proy- 


inces in the davs of Augustus, have been brought into subjection to 


Rome in the reign of Victor Emanuel ITT. 

It is not strange, in such circumstances, that the Italian people 
should have dreamed dreams of a renewal of that einpire which 
once converted the Mediterranean into a Roman lake, and stretched 
trom the shores of the Caspian to the island province of Britannia. 
The imperial instinct seems to possess the hearts of all the people of 
the earth. Christendom is as frankly bent on conquest as was pagan 
RKome, when the Pantheon was the temple of all the gods. Rome has 
seen the mushroom empires of modern Europe rise one by one. 
Austria, formed out of her own lost provinces. Russia, whose place 
in the map which recorded the empire of Augustus was a blank. 
Germany, whose barbaric hordes dwelt by forest-enclosed rivers, 
when Rome herself was a city of marble palaces. And then that 
little Britain, rivaling in her triumph “Caesar's thrasonical brag” 
and bettering the lesson “divide et impera.”- And so the Roman 
workmen whose ancestors tossed their nightcaps in the air when 
Caesar smiled on them, toss their caps into the air today when Victor 
Emanuel rides down the Corso, and hail him Imperator Romanus. 
Nevertheless, it is almost 2000 vears since the Galilean prophet 
declared to the procurator of Judea, when Tiberius was I:mperor, 
“My kingdom is not of this world,” and Christendom has been 
declaring 1ts allegiance to lim all the time. 
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Coat, operators some time ago expressed the hope that the con- 
sumers would hold back their orders until the miners had caught up 
in production. \ magnificent fall has assisted coal consumers over 
a large part of the United States to cooperate with the coal opera- 
tors in this particular. 
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WITHIN the last few days, in a neighboring 
city, there have been demonstrations in foud 
and food preparation intended to establish 
the proposition that there is more real satis- 
faction in eating 8S cents worth of such 
things than in eating 25 cents’ worth of the 
samme or other things. People by the hun- 
dred, we are told, have stood around the 
booth in which the demonstrations have been 
given, and a great many—pernaps a majority 
-—of them have seemingly been convinced that anything more than 
S cents spent upon a meal is simply money thrown away. It 
seeins, however, that the S-cent meal is not without its complications. 
This is nearly always the case when the solution of the high cost of 
living problem appears to be just within our reach. ‘We see how it 
can be done, we see how we can cut down our meal or our table cost, 
we begin to see that indirectly we are going to make money out of 
the high cost of everything—we can see savings bank deposits, a sea- 
shore cottage, an automobile, a tour around the world, as a result of 
the application of the knowledge of practical economics we have 
obtained—and then come the complications. The scheme would 
work out all right if it did not call for so many prerequisites, so many 
self-denials, self-sacrifices, for so much close figuring and all that. 

Take the present case, for example. Nothing seems plainer to 
those who watch the demonstrations than that people could, should 
and would be perfectly happy on 8-cent meals. It is made so clear 
by the demonstrator that some of the spectators already feel per- 
fectlv ‘content even without the 8 cents’ worth of things, and they 
are beginning to wonder if that price isn't a trifle too high. Perhaps 
they might be able to get on nicely with 4-cent meals. It would be 
worth trying. In such an event their annual savings would be 
doubled and they might soon be able to buy out their present 
employers. 

It is at this point that the complications set in, and they come, 
of course, from an unexpected quarter. In the first place, people 
have made the mistake of listening to the demonstrator on their way 
to, rather than on their way from, luncheon. At the beginning of 
the demonstration this would not have affected the matter seriously, 
but when the demonstrator began to explain about units of energy 1n 
soup, beef, potatoes, hash, turnips, stew, bread, butter, eggs and so 
on; and persisted in going over the list time and again; and when he 
undertook to show that there were a greater number of units in other 
things, if they only knew it, although the other things were not as 
palatable or as filling; and when the demonstrator began to discuss 
equivalents, and undertook to prove that equivalents were reaily 
better for Dne than real food, the desire to sit down, somewhere, in 
front of a 25-cent lunch became so strong that all thought of saving 
was for the moment abandoned. “Some other day,” but not today, 
the 8-cent lunch will be tried. It will be something to look forward 
to—something to keep far enough ahead so that it can always be 


looked forward to.

is of lower rates, but in some very conspicu- 
Ous instances the rates have been reduced 
with the result of impairing or crippling the service. Some over- 
enthusiastic geformers in municipal ownership, in an effort to prove 
that private ownership has been practising extortion, succeed in reduc- 
ing rates under public control until deficiencies become alarming and 
public ownership is pronounced a failure. 

It is being said at present, for example, that municipal owner- 
ship in Winnipeg. Man., is a failure, because the publicly-owned and 
operated electric lighting system of that city is not paying expenses, 
but before a verdict is reached in this case, it will be only proper to 
learn why it is not paying. The reason is, the Winnipeg authorities 
have cut the rates on electric lighting service below the paying point. 
\Vinnipeg is now selling electric light current at 3 cents. a kilowatt 
hour. A community on the American side that might be called 
neighboring, St. Paul, Minn., would cheerfully pay a much higher 
rate than this. ‘Winnipeg,’ says the Dispatch, “might give that 
city very low-priced electricity and still sell current at one half or 
even one third of the rate charged in St. Paul.” The former city 
might sell current at 5 cents and maintain its electric plant on a seif- 
supporting or even a profit-making basis. 

In the long run it will be far more advantageous to Winnipeg, 
we think, to conduct its utilities along conservative lines; it will aiso 
be helpful to the cause of municipal ownership everywhere. One of 
the strongest arguments brought against that system is that senti- 
mental and political rather than practical and business influences are 
likely to control its operation. Just such fendencies as that developed 
in Winnipeg are deterring many other communities, on both sides of 
the line, from adopting public ownership as a general policy. 
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THERE is a possibility of a complete change in the Dominican 
government, but the outlook 1s probably not as serious as some would 
have it. Santo Domingo has been doing very nicely with an Amer- 
ican commissioner in the cashier's office. 


A PENDANT to our recent comment on the 
status of the journalist who goes torth to war 
seeins to be necessary in the light of protesta- 
tions that already are arising froin ihe special 
war correspondents who have not been able 
either to see or to describe the herce conflict 
of the war bv the Balkan allies against sthe 
Ottoman forces.

Increase of journals able to send 
forth spies has been so rapid that the spies, when assembled and ready

save 1n one way, namely by suppression. limmediate and precise 
account Of happenings cannot safely be wired for pubhe uses without 
the information instantly finding its way back where the enemy will 
itilize it. For inunediate strategic reasons and aware that ultimate 
success may depend upon secrecy, nations by common agreement 
inav decide hereafter that war, so far as they can make it so, shall 
be fought, as it were, in a dark room. With victory won will come 
publicity. 

Of course audacious individuals, backed by powerful and wealtiy 
journals, now and again will defeat this new policy, preferring any 
risks that it may involve to defeat in what ts held by them to be the 
performance of a public duty. There is much to be said for their 
point of view. Battles in the dark are likely to be super-brutal. The 
saine law that justifies a Tolstoi in fiction, or a Verestchagin by a 
painting, to limn imperishably the realism of war makes it impera- 
tive that the world should know something more than merely that 
victory was won. There should be knowledge as to how, and by what 
means, and with what defiance of laws agreed upon by nations in 
their dispassionate sane moments. These are matters that also 
deserve consideration and cannot be left to be answered by military 
chroniclers, or tardily by journalists who have been cooped up in 
towns remote from the battlefield. 

Some compromise must be worked out between a journalism tinat 
would put publicity above rightful military secrecy and a military 
authority that would practically extinguish civilian observation and 
criticism of war operations.

In both countries the | B Idi 
larger geographical and political divisions, | uliaIng 
provinces and states respectively, are doing | 
something for roadway improvement, and 
the counties and municipalities are doing some more. But in neither 
country, speaking generally, is there anything like a settled policy as 
to what the province and state and the county and municipality shall 
do. Massachusetts and one or two other of the eastern states have, 
it is true, entered upon highway construction in accordance with fixed 
plans. At the coming election New York is to decide upon a $50,- 
000,000 bond issue that will enable that state to carry out some much- 
needed improvements. The province of Ontario has appropriated 
$1,000,000 for good roads construction, but a great part of this is to 
be distributed among the counties. State appropriations are often 
dissipated in this way. The word dissipated is used advisedly, 
because in the distribution not enough goes into any particular county 
to make itself felt. 

In this connection a member of the Ontario Legislature is quoted 
by the Ottawa Free Press as saying that the province should under- 
take to build large radiating systems of trunk roads, while the build- 
ing of feeders and minor roads should be left to the counties and 


municipalities. This is sensible. Through the application of some 
such plan as this the highway problem must finally be worked out. 
State and local moneys will then be used to good advantage. More- 
over, here is a possible opening for federal aid. Certain roads that 
are unmistakably interstate might be constructed by the United States 
or the Canadian government without involving either in dangerous 
precedent, but there would be no justification for this until the states 
and provinces had entered ‘systematically and determinedly upon syvs- 
tems of road building that would eventually be auxiliary to the euv- 
ernment trunk highways. | 
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OvrER 2000 acres of wild land are to be sold for taxes in Maine 
this month. These lands are only wild in appearance, and if sum- 
mer tourists keep crowding into Maine at the same ratio in the future 
as in the past, all land will soon be tame indeed. 


Witu the customary prophecies of success 
by all the party managers the prolonged 
campaign closes. Traditional partizan tac- 
tics dictate such a course on account of the 
supposed loss that would follow failure to 
claim victory. [t is questionable, however, 
whether the effect produced now equals 
former results with an electorate less inde- 
pendent and discerning than the present one. 
The contest has been longer than need be 
tor adequate education of the voters. The physical and intellectual 
demands made upon candidates and upon citizens by such a prolonged 
dehate and period of political maneuvering as is now involved in a 
fight to secure nomination and the later struggle for election are such 
as few men can meet. Moreover, under new restrictive legislation, 
some of it effective in this campaign and some yet to be enacted, 
it henceforth will probably be impossible to finance such long-drawn- 
out struggles. 

Without “sinews of war” in hand, such as made the previous 
three contests disreputably memorable, the party managers this 
year have been forced to depend upon open tactics appealing more 
to the reason of voters. An extraordinarily small ‘portion of the 
rnoney has been used to hire professional spellbinders, to purchase 
banners and regalia, to enlist brass bands and to burn red lights. 
Keliance has been placed more and more upon what might be called 
‘orinal deliverances by the titular heads of the rival groups, whether 
in speaking on the platform, or writing magazine articles, or granting 
interviews, or in authorizing paid advertisements in journals with 
general circulation. Minor combatants in the fray have stood baek. 
the limelight of publicity has been steadily centered on the rival 
presidential candidates. : 

No “roorbacks” “have been sprung. The candidates have not 
been excessively personal in their references to each other, and the 
assault on Mr. Roosevelt and the close of the career of Mr. Sherman 
have brought into the last days of the contest many acts of courtesy 
and consideration for others that show the best side of the American 
character. While it is true that the campaign has not affected the 
domestic and foreign trade of the country as much as such contests 
cften have in the past, the process has not been without its diverting 
and retarding effect upon industry, as will be seen when the verdict 
is once registered and men with plans for expansion know where 
they stand. 

A polling process that involves 16,000,000 possible voters, men 

and women, rich and'poor, refined and coarse, educated and illiterate; 
that will endow a President with power that kings and emperors 
are fast losing and that will determine the future of an historic 
party and also the longevity of a new-born one, 1s not a spectacle 
to be indifferent to, viewing it objectively. If perchance a right to 
share in the process exists, how dull must be the conscience and 
imagination of the man or woman who does not go to the polls and 
live up to his or her opportunity ! 
THE next international book exhibition is to 
be held in Leipsic in 1914. The next inter- 
national meeting of publishers assembles in 
3udapest next May. Calling attention to 
these gatherings, the Publishers’ Weekiy 
urges American bookmakers and book col- 
lectors to be more worthily represented than 
they have been at past gatherings of the 
kind. Professional and _ national pride 
should impel it, even if no pecuniary gain 
can be foreseen. So argues the organ of the publishers, and so, no 
doubt, will reason, the journals that cater to the more limited circles 
of book collectors and book lovers whose lavish expenditure for 
rarities connected with the printing art and for fine printing and 
binding 1s making America a center that Europe can no longer treat 
with an air of patronage. Cooperative action by leading American 
publishing houses and book collectors can make the national repre- 
sentation at the Leipsic exhibition all that it deserves to be. 

As for the international publishers’ congress, it is bound to enlist 
henceforth increasing American representation. Pecuniary advan- 
tage must come to the bookmaker who competes in a world market 
rather than in one that is local, provincial or national. The interna- 
tionalizing of literature is only one phase of a great contemporary 
world-movement, and dull is the author or publisher who declines to 
see it. Issues of law are constantly arising affecting copyright, tariff, 
or distribution of wares, which publishers on any considerable scale 
must constantly meet in the light of foreign trade demands. Cata- 
loguing of the publication output of the world for the benefit of retail 
booksellers, librarians and private purchasers now demands coopera- 
tive actions by nationals of many kinds. The International Book 
Trade Directory, just issued, has between three and four thousand 
booksellers listed, and makes an octavo volume of 470 pages. It 
never could have been produced had it not had the backing of an inter- 
national publishers’ association. 

The United States has a publishing business of vast proportions 
owing to a low rate of illiteracy and a high purchasing power resident 
in its people. In Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Chicago and San 
Francisco there are publishing houses that compare favorably with 
those of urban centers in countries very much older in their civiliza- 
tion and longer subjected to cultural influences. Let Leipsic see that 
the United States can make something besides agricultural imple- 
ments, electric motors, typewriters and skilful mechanical devices.
